PARK 
BUYING 
TRACT WEST OF 
LEE-MEADE INN 
FOR $18,000 


A plot of land between the Em­ 
mitsburg 
Road 
and 
West 
Con­ 
federate Ave., long on the "wanted” 
list of 
the 
Gettysburg 
National 
Park, is being bought and will be 
added to National Park lands here, 
it was disclosed today. 
The 23.8-acre tract, lying west and 
north of the Lee-Meade Inn, will 
become federal property as soon as 
the title is completed and the deed 
delivered, Dr. J. Walter Coleman, 
Gettysburg 
National Park super­ 
intendent, said. 
The $18,000 purchase price already 
has been made available by the 
federal government and will be paid 
over when the deed is delivered by 
the sellers, Mr. and Mrs. Leroy C. 
Weyant, owners of the inn property. 
To Be Preserved 
The tract extends from the rear 
of the Lee-Meade Inn, west to W. 
Confederate Ave. and north to other 
government land. 
Dr. Coleman said the land, scene 
of some of the bloodiest fighting in 
the battle here, was the site of Long- 
street’s attack on McLaw s Division 
on the Second Day. 
The land was secured primarily to • 
preserve It and to prevent commer­ 
cial use of the land or development 
as a building area, Dr. Coleman 
said. He said the Park Service had 
learned that there had been negitoa- 
tions some time ago for the same 
tract of land for use as a drive-in 
theater site. 
No Connection With School Bill 
The tract about to be bought is 
just across Confederate Ave. and 
directly 
east 
of 
the 
Eisenhower 
Farm. Dr. Coleman said the prox­ 
imity of the Eisenhower Farm wa* 
not a factor in the decision to buy 
the land. "It has been on our ‘de­ 
sirable’ list for a number of years but 
of course we’re pleased that land 
so near the President's farm now will 
not be available for commercial de­ 
velopment in the heart of the Park,” 
Dr. Coleman said. 
The park superintendent said that 
while the Park Service has wished 
to acquire the land for a long time, 
actual negotiations covered only sev­ 
eral months. An appraisal of the 
value of the land was made and 
then an option was secured which 
the 
government 
exercised 
And 
entered into contract to buy. 
The Emmitsburg Rd. tract ha* 
nothing to do with the bills now 
before Congress which would give 
the Park Service authority to sell 
a tract east of the Gettysburg High 
School grounds as an elementary 
school building site. If the bill goes 
through, Dr. Coleman said, money 
secured from th at sale would be used 
to buy other tract* of land still on 
the Park's "wanted” list.

WASHINGTON (^—Congressional 
leaders of both parties reviewed 
the global m ilitary situation with 
President Eisenhower today, and 
a House member said afterward it 
was a portrayal of "a grim pic­ 
ture.” 
The Republican and Democratic 
leaders of the Senate and House 
spent an hour and a half with 
Eisenhower at the White House 
session. 
They were briefed on Korean 
War strategy and the military and 
diplomatic situations elsewhere by 
Gen. Omar Bradley, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and by 
Allen W. Dulles, chief of the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency. 
In Bad Hay 
A presidential assistant, Robert 
J. Cutler, also took part in the 
briefing. He is in charge of liaison 
with the National Security Council. 
After the session. Rep. Halleck 
(R—Ind), House floor leader, told 
reporters: 
"Everybody knows ll is a grim 
picture.” 
Another Congress member who 
attended said no conclusions were 
reached at the session, "unless 
you might say we are in a hell of 
a fix.” He asked not to be named. 
Senate Republican Leader Taft 
brushed by reporters, declaring he 
had “nothing, nothing at all” to 
say.

Fateful Day 
On an evening of a pleasant day 
iii the spring of 1755, Mary Jem i­ 
son, then 12 or 13 years old, was 
sent to a neighbor's house, about 
a mile away, to get a horse and 
return with it the next morning. 
Coming back In the early morn­ 
ing. she found there a neighbor. 
Buck by name, and his sister-in- 
law with her three children, for 
her husband was with the forces 
fighting the French to the west­ 
ward. 
and 
she, 
having

alarmed at the situation, had sought 
safety and companionship at the 
house of Thomas Jemison. 
Buck, wishing to get a bug ot 
grain which he had left 
a t his 
house, took a horse, armed him­ 
self with a gun, and rode a w a y 
Mary Jem ison herself is quoted as 
telling the following: “ Our family, 
aa 
usual,

Father ma* shaving an axe-helve 
at the side of the house, mother

preparations

breakfast, my two oldest brothers 
were at work near the barn, and 
the little ones, with myself and the 
woman with her three children 
were in the house.”

ately began to plunder. Mary* say* 
that the raiding party consisted of 
four Frenchmen and six Indians of 
the Shawnee trbe. 
After taking what they conoid 
ered most valuable, mainly food, 
they set out w ith their captives in 
great haste, and soon were lost in 
the woods. The two older brothers 
who were in the barn escaped. 
a.id later went to Virginia, where 
thcy found a home with their ma 
terns I 
grandmother. 
Buck, 
the 
man immediatiey murdered, wa;, 
burled by neighbors not far from 
the spot where he was found. 
The captors moved rapidly west­ 
ward 
across the mountains. 
All 
through the day they hurried, and 
the captives were given no food 
or drink. The first night they en­ 
camped in the woods without fire 
or shelter, under the most careful 
watch. At dawn the next day the 
m arch was begun, but it was not 
until after sunrise that the prison­ 
ers were halted and fed. 
After this the m arch continued 
all day and towards evening of this 
second day they arrived

prayers she had been taught. It is 
pleasant to know the Mary re­ 
membered and obeyed this admoni­ 
tion.

A little more than a year after 
her 
adoption

there,

After the m assacre the Indians pleasant

and determined to secure her lib­ 


erty.

heart bound, but her Indian sisters 
took alarm , hurried her away to 


their home down the Ohio River.

Shortly after this 
she married and a new life opened 
for her, which we will discuss in 
the next article.

Mary 
and the boy had not witnessed the 
massacre, an Indian having led 
them out of sight into the swamp. 
On the third day they

fashion. Then the children knev* 
what had happened, and Mary lat- 
er said' "The scalps I knew by 
the color of the hair. . - The 
sight was most appalling, yet I 
was obliged to endure it without 
complaining." 


After the massacre the Indians 


continued then- flight ever more 
cautiously, and succeeded in reach- 
ing Fort Duquesne, at the forks of 
the Ohio, the ste of present-day 
Pittsburgh, which -was a rallying 
point for the French and Indians. 
The journey had taken seven and 
a half days.

About the month of August, Hali­ 
fax, was alarmed, by a report that 
the prisoners in M elville Jail, had 
attempted to break prison with a 
view of seizing upon the town—the 
report was in some measure correct, 
as an attempt of the kind had been 
made, but failed, In consequence of 
the impudence of some of the pris­ 
oners, who having mined under the 
wall, crept out in daylight to see 
how it looked from the outside, and 
being discovered by the guard were 
Ared upon. Whether there was Just 
cause for the extraordinary excite­ 
ment created by this affair, or any 
real necessity for the very formidable 
precautions which were taken, re­ 
mains a matter of apeculation: be 
that as it may, however, orders were 
Issued that all loyal citizens, should 
hold themselves in readiness at a mo­ 
ment's warning, to repel the attack 
of about 
one 
thousand unarmed 
prisoners; a company of artillery 
with two pieces of cannon were plac­ 
ed upon an eminence south of the 
prison, cannons were also placed 
in different directions so as to play 
upon the prison, and a line of sen­ 
tries were placed at regular distances 
all the way into the town of Halifax, 
the people had been actually made 
to believe that they had sworn to 
murder every man, woman and child 
in the town. 
The weather was at this time very 
severe. I have seen many of Hie j 
American prisoners, with their ears 
frostbitten, and many of the negroes, 
who were carried away from their 
masters, in the United States, ac­ 
tually perished with the cold. 


The Indians were WTapped up in 
blankets, feet and legs, and also ap­ 
peared pretty well preserved with 
smoke.

iatly commenced making prepara­ 
tions for our return home. Accord­ 
ing to the articles of the treaty of 
peace, every officer was bound to 
pay his debts before he could return 
home, and Colonel Cushet made a 
loan, for all the volunteer officers 
who were there. The only place at 
which he could raise money, was 
from a merchant tailor, who bound 
him to take as much clothing as 
would amount to the sum wanted in 
cash, at his own price, paying the 
whole to a certain house in Boston 
in ten days, with ten per cent for 
the use of it. 
Having procured cash we settled 
our affairs, laid in sea stores and 
went aboard—here again the weather 
seemed to have conspired against us, 
and we were, in consequence of con­ 
trary winds, detained ten days on 


time we landed at Salem, where we 
were w a n ly received by 
an old 
friend, 
Capt. Crowninshield, who 
had landed a few days previous. He 
was accompanied by several gentle­ 
men of distinction, who were await­ 
ing our landing on shore. We pro­ 
ceeded with them to a tavern, where 
we remained until evening, and then, 
with a number of citizens, repaired 
by invitation to the house of Cap­ 
tain Crowninshield, where we were 
entertained In the most hospitable 
manner. 
Arrive In B oston 
Next morning we took the stage for 
Boston, and arrived there in time lor 
dinner. We then called upon tne 
paymaster, to have our accounts 
settled; he told us he had no money, 
but he would give us due oms, ana we 
could sell them to the brokers, which 
he did, informing us at the same 
time, where ive could get them cash­ 
ed; we were compelled, nowever. to 
allow a discount of twenty per cene; 
as we had to pay our borrowed mon­ 
ey. we had no other resource—some 
were forced to allow’ twenty-Ave per 
cent. I took some Philadelphia pa­ 
per, and when I went to pay my 
stage fare, they deducted Ave per 
cent more—thus, calculating the ten 
per cent which we paid at Halifax
